ADVISED US THAT THE VICTIM WAS FIGHTING WITH THE SUSPECT IN FRONT OF 
THE MARKET IN THE PARKING LOT. 


ONCE AT THE LOCATION WE RECOGNIZED THE INFORMANT/WITNESS 
(IDENTIFIED AS MURADYAN, KARO) AND ANOTHER UNKNOWN MALE LATER 
IDENTIFIED AS (SUSPECT BRYANT, TIME) INVOLVED IN A PHYSICAL 
CONFRONTATION. INFORMANT/WITNESS MURADYAN WAS RESTRAINING THE 
SUSPECT BY HOLDING THE SUSPECT LEFT ARM. THE SUSPECT WAS 
ATTEMPTING TO PULL AWAY FROM THE HOLD BY PUSHING THE 
INFORMANT/WITNESS IN THE CHEST WITH HIS RIGHT PALM AND ATTEMPTED TO 
PULL AWAY FROM THE CONTROL HOLD USING HIS BODY WEIGHT. 


WE (OFFICERS) EXIT OUR VEHICLE AND TOLD THE INFORMANT/WITNESS TO 
RELEASE HIS HOLD ON THE SUSPECT. HE COMPLIED AT WHICH TIME OFFICER 
PARRA SECURED THE SUSPECT LEFT ARM WITH A CONTROL HOLD; WHILE, | 
APPLIED A CONTROL HOLD ON THE SUSPECT RIGHT ARM.

ALCOHOL FROM THE SHELVE AND PLACED THE BOTTLE INTO A WHITE PLASTIC 
BAG , THEN CONCEALED THE BOTTLE UNDER HIS SHIRT. 


THE SUSPECT WALKED PASSED THE CASH REGISTER AND EXIT THE DOOR, AT 
WHICH HE CONFRONTED THE SUSPECT AND ASKED FOR THE MERCHANDISE. 
THE SUSPECT ATTEMPTED TO FLEE, BUT THE INFORMANT GRABBED THE 
SUSPECT BACKPACK PREVENTING HIM FROM RUNNING AWAY.
